Dispatcher's training and 
a mother's love keep her 
and son calm till rescued

As a 911 Pendleton County 
Dispatcher Teresa Rick, 35, has 
had many hours of training on 
talking victims through vehicle 
accidents, having them stay calm 
until police or rescue workers 
could reach them. Little did she 
know that all that training and her 
mother's instincts and love for her 
child would help keep her son and 
herself calm and safe until help 
could arrive some eight hours 
after an accident on Sept. 29, 
2014 

Right after the accident Teresa 
told her mother and father that a 
deer had run in front of her and 
she remembered the two things 
her dad had always told her. Don't 
swerve to miss a deer, hit it and 
fight to keep the vehicle on all 
fours. 

Her mother said, "She told me 
that it was so dark in the vehicle 
that she couldn't see her hand in 
front of her face. She knew she 
needed help and she told her son 
to stay put. With all her injuries 
she managed to get herself out of 
the vehicle down into the water 
that was up about seat level in the 
trailblazer. She some how made it 
over to the bank and tried to pull 
herself up. But she couldn't. She 
then got back to her SUV and get 
in on the passenger side. From 
there she could pull her son Jake 
close to her and they held on to 
each other tightly.” 

The University of Kentucky 
medical helicopter was dispatched 
to the accident scene and airlifted 
Teresa to the University of Cin¬ 
cinnati Medical Center. A Pendle¬ 
ton County Ambulance transport¬ 
ed Jake to Children's Hospital in 
Cincinnati where he remains at 
press time. He had a fractured eye 
socket and cuts. 

Teresa's injuries were exten¬ 
sive. Her mom told Falmouth 
Outlook Editor that her femur in 
her right leg was broken in three 
places, she had a crushed right 
ankle, and the tibia and fibula at 
her left ankle were broken, and 
there were scratches and cuts on 
her arms. She and Jake both were 
very cold with wet clothing and 
the temperature in the low 50s. 

She has had surgery on her 
crushed ankle and will have to 
have another surgery on that ankle 
in about 10 days. She will also 
have an x-ray of her chin and jaw 


to see if there are any breaks there. 
Teresa was transferred to Gateway 
Rehabilitation center in Florence 
on October 4. There she is receiv¬ 
ing some physical therapy that 
will help her to get out of her bed 
into a wheelchair and then get 
back into bed. At the present time 
she cannot put any weight on 
either leg. She will have several

Charles Kuster participates 
in District Judges Fall College 


District Court Judge 
Charles W. Kuster, who 
represents Harrison, Nich¬ 
olas, Pendleton and Robert¬ 
son counties, participated 
in the 2014 District Judges 
Fall College that took place 
Sept. 14-17 at the Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts 
in Frankfort. The AOC 
provided the judicial educa¬ 
tion program for the state’s 
district judges. 

The District Court 
judges attended sessions on 
DUI, expungements, court 
technology and Senate Bill 
200, the juvenile justice 
reform that the governor 
recently signed into law. 
The legislation steers more 
young offenders into com¬ 
munity-based treatment for 
underlying issues rather 
than locking them up in 
detention centers for non¬ 
violent acts, such as truan¬ 
cy- « 

“This is an especially 
exciting time for the courts 
and the people we serve,” 
said Jefferson District 
Court Judge Donald E. 
Armstrong Jr., who is also 
president of the Kentucky 
District Judges Association. 
“With the passage of Senate 
Bill 200, we can expect to 
see fewer troubled children 
and families in our court¬ 
rooms and more getting the 
help they need through 
programs that have proven 
successful. We can be proud 
that the court system has an 
integral role in carrying out 
this meaningful legislation 
and that those efforts are 
well underway. 

“The court system is 
also on track to become 
more efficient since eFiling 
has recently been launched 
in nine counties. By the end 
of 2015, attorneys will be 
able to file a case electroni¬ 
cally in any Kentucky 
county. This move from 


paper to digital will stream¬ 
line the way the courts do 
business, improving the 
process for lawyers and 
their clients.” 

Judges also received 
updates on case law and 
legislation at the college 
and attended a session on 
firearms prohibitions under 
House Bill 308. HB 308 
took effect in 2011 and 
requires Kentucky to notify 
the FBI when a court finds 
an individual mentally 
incompetent. Federal law 
prohibits the sale of guns to 
anyone adjudicated as men¬ 
tally defective or who has 
been committed to a men¬ 
tal institution. 

Other sessions focused 
on leadership, community 
outreach and election 
issues. The judges heard 
from the state Judicial Con¬ 
duct Commission about 
elections. All 116 of the 
state’s district judges are up 
for election this year. 

The judges also met 
with Chief Justice of Ken¬ 
tucky John D. Minton Jr., 
who offered them the 
opportunity to share their 
thoughts and ask questions 
on court system topics. 

The college included 
15.25 hours of continuing 
education credit for the dis¬ 
trict judges. 

District Court judges 
handle juvenile matters, 
city and county ordinances, 
misdemeanors, violations, 
traffic offenses, probate of 
wills, arraignments, felony 
probable cause hearings, 
small claims involving 
$2,500 or less, civil cases 
involving $5,000 or less, 
voluntary and involuntary 
mental commitments and 
cases relating to domestic 
violence and abuse. In Fis¬ 
cal Year 2013,713,903 Dis¬ 
trict Court cases were filed 
statewide. 


Rotary accepting applications 
for Youth Exchange 


Applications for Rotary 
Youth Exchanges are being 
accepted for review by all 
Rotary Clubs in District 
6740 beginning now and 
ending November 30. 
High School students 
between the ages of 15 and 
18 may make application 
for either a long term 
exchange to a foreign 
country for a ten month 
year of study and cultural 
and language development 
or a Short-Term (Family to 
Family) exchange in the 
summer lasting approxi¬ 
mately four weeks with 
two families exchanging 
siblings for the summer 
exchange. Both types of 
exchange require an appli¬ 
cation to Rotary and a 
review/selection process. 

Students applying for a 
Long Term Exchange iden¬ 
tify the countries they are 
interested going to. A 
Rotary review board makes 
the final selection based on 
the application of the stu¬ 
dent. If a student is chosen 
to make an exchange by 
Rotary, the student is 
responsible for travel to the 
country, insurance and 
passport/visa according to 
Rotary regulations. The 
cost to the student varies 
by country. Rotary Youth 
Exchange makes arranges 
for the student to stay with 
two families while abroad 
and to attend school. The 
families are carefully vetted 
and background checks are 
completed before any fam¬ 
ily is approved. Through¬ 
out the year a counselor is 
appointed to work with 


the student and the Rotary 
Club of the Hosting Dis¬ 
trict is responsible for con¬ 
tinued vigilance of the 
family situation. 

Students applying for a 
Short-Term Exchange 
make an application for 
one of three countries. 
Host families in those 
countries are vetted in the 
same process as for a long¬ 
term exchange. When a 
suitable family agrees to 
host and exchange with a 
family; the two families are 
linked and make immedi¬ 
ate plans for the exchange, 
setting the dates for arrival 
and departure. Both fami¬ 
lies organized their trans¬ 
portation to and from the 
country and are free to 
select airlines that provide 
reduced or special rates. 
The student is responsible 
for a passport/visa and 
insurance; but insurance is 
much less as it is usually 
for a period of time less 
than 30 days. The student 
lives with the family and is 
exposed to the cultural 
events of the town in 
which they stay. Most fam¬ 
ilies make a point of taking 
the student to highlights of 
the county.

Who are our heroes?

Two sports stars have 
been in the public eye with¬ 
in recent weeks in a manner 
that has sparked debate. 
Adrian Peterson, star run¬ 
ning back for the Minneso¬ 
ta Vikings has been indicted 
on charges of negligent 
injury to his four-year-old 
son; and Ray Rice, running 
back with the Baltimore 
Ravens has been captured 
on video inflicting acts of 
domestic violence on his 
then-fiancee. If these two 
situations result in our con¬ 
tinuing the conversation 
about what it means to be a 
good parent, how we can be 
heroes to our kids, and 
more people stepping up to 
the plate to “Commit to 
Prevent” then we are head¬ 
ed in the right direction. 

I have been in the field 
of child abuse prevention 
for 30 years, and the great 
debate between “spare the 
rod and spoil the child” vs 
“no hitting, time out works” 
is just as prevalent now as it 
was back in 1984. As stated 
in an editorial in Boston, 
com, written by Jordan 
Lebeau: 

“Those who oppose all 
forms of corporal punish¬ 


ment are criticized for not 
understanding that bad 
deeds need to be punished 
in a way that scares the 
child out of repeating the 
action. And those who sup¬ 
port corporal punishment 
are criticized for a seeming¬ 
ly brutal practice that is - if 
not actually child abuse - 
then a close enough relative 
that it should be avoided at 
all costs. 

But these two sides have 
more in common than not. 
Both share in the desire to 
raise well-adjusted children, 
equipped with the tools to 
succeed in the world beyond 
the four walls of the home. 
Both express great fear over 
the prospect of getting it 
wrong, and the joy they 
might feel if they could ever 
tell theyd gotten it right.” 

At the heart of this, is 
knowing that parenting is a 
hard job. It’s hard to “get it 
right” and harder still to 
know that maybe we “got it 
wrong.” How many of us 
have said “...when I am a 
parent, I am going to do 
things differently?” Easy 
words to say; hard words to 
reinforce with actions. 

Raising kids is a difficult 
job, full of pit-falls and 


challenges. How many par¬ 
ents start their journey to 
parenthood saying “I want 
to be a bad parent”? None. 
How many parents will 
reach out for help in diffi¬ 
cult times? Few. How many 
parents need all the help 
they can get? All. 

How many of our kids 
look up to their parents and 
call them heroes? That is 
the million dollar question. 
If every parent can be a hero 
in the eyes of their child, 
think of what we can 
accomplish! When you 
“Commit to Prevent” you 
are saying you will do every¬ 
thing within your power, 
within your means, within 
your cultural mores, to help 
a child realize his potential 
and grow into a healthy, 
well-adjusted adult. “Com¬ 
mit to Prevent” is easy, it’s 
do-able and it is sustain¬ 
able.

The truth will set you “free” this Nov. election 


Dear, Editor, 

With the November 
elections fast approaching 
this writer is reminded of 
the scripture: “Then you 
will know the truth and the 
truth will set you free.” John 
8:32 NIV. 

Thus this writer set out 
to find some truths that 
might “free” voters on elec¬ 
tion day. 

Kentucky’s General 
Assembly has two chambers, 
the Senate and the house of 
Representatives. The 38 sen¬ 
ators are elected to four-year 
terms while the 100 repre¬ 
sentatives are elected for 
two-year terms. 

A state senator must be 
30 years of age and have 
lived in Kentucky for at least 
six years. A member of the 
house must be at least 24 
years of age and have lived 
in Kentucky for two years. 
Both senators and represen¬ 
tatives must live in their 
legislative districts one year 
before election. 

There are two major 
political parties in Kentucky 
and which-ever party is the 
majority party in the house 
or senate has much power in 
writing laws. 

One party has had the 
majority in the house since 
1921. That amounts to 93 
years, almost a century. The 


majority in the senate is not 
so stagnate. 

Since 1900 there have 
been 28 governors in Ken¬ 
tucky, all but six were from 
the same party. Doing the 
math that is 22 governors 
from one party - an over¬ 
whelming majority for that 
political party. 

The governor has much 
power as to what bills are 
passed as presented by the 
General Assembly because 
the governor may veto 
(reject) any bill that comes 
to him (or her) to put into 
law. 

New district boundaries 
are drawn every 10 years 
according to population. 
The majority party in the 
house and the senate are 
responsible for drawing their 
respective boundaries (with¬ 
in some constitutional 
restraints). 

Folks in Pendleton 
County should note that 
their representative district 
changes frequently. Pendle¬ 
ton County is now in the 
78th representative district 
which includes Pendleton, 
Harrison and part of Scott 
counties. 

The present representa¬ 
tive for the 78th district has 
been in office for 17 years 
and is a member of the 
majority party in the house, 


thus he has much power 
when drawing boundaries 
and influencing laws for 
consideration. 

No one from Pendleton 
County has served in the 
Kentucky Legislature since 
1962, that would be 32 
years. From this writer’s 
research only five residents 
of Pendleton County has 
ever served in the Kentucky 
Legislature. 

One truth that Pendle¬ 
ton County citizens should 
consider, Kincaid Park was 
opened in the early 1960s. 
Now 34 years later Kincaid 
does not have facilities to be 
considered a “resort park,” 
that is a lodge, cabins and 
restaurant. 

This writer discovered 
one humerous truth from 
his research. The twentieth 
governor of Kentucky was a 
man named Charles S. 
Morehead and his party was 
called the “Known Nothing 
Party.” He was elected in 
1855 and served until 1859. 

There are other truths 
that no doubt need consid¬ 
eration but the list is too 
long to be included in this 
letter. 

Should these truths be 
considered on Election Day? 
This writer just reports, the 
reader must decide.

Can older persons be 
happy? Coping with aging 


In Wesleyan Village 
where my wife and I winter 
in Brooksville, Fla., there is a 
resident from Ashland who 
has written and performs a 
song for talent night that is 
hilarious. The song spoofs 
the notion that some persons 
always regard his or her mal¬ 
ady as being the worse pos¬ 
sible, from an ingrown toe¬ 
nail to open heart surgery. 
This lady flings open wide 
her arms and trembles her 
hands as she exclaims, “My 
pain is worser than your 
pain!” The audience howls 
with applause and laughter 
for we recognize our tenden¬ 
cy to think that nobody 
hurts like we do, or we think 
of someone who complains 
all the time. 

Now we find that com¬ 
miserating with others is 
healthful. An article entitled 
“Study: Older Adults Happi¬ 
est,” appeared in the Lexing¬ 
ton Herald, citing two sepa¬ 
rate studies at the University 
of Chicago which document 
that remaining socially active 
is one way that older Ameri¬ 
cans cope with the pressures 
of aging, even if the socializa¬ 
tion is talking about our ail¬ 
ments. To be sure, we have 
aches and pains and often 
debilitating illnesses, but a 
key to happiness is to share 
our burdens with others. 
And, church, volunteer 
groups, or playing cards and 
games, help drive the lonely 
wolf from barking at our 
door. And, this writer sug¬ 
gests, also that writing might 
be added to the list. 

The study goes on to say 
that we older persons have 
learned that material things 
are less important than we 
had thought in our younger 
years and we have lowered 
our expectations and are 


more content with our status 
in life, significantly more so.

We grin at each other for we 
know that we are far from 
erfect, but we like to hear 
im say so, anyway. 

One of the nice things 
about this exercise group is 
the rule to proceed at one’s 
own pace. Or sit out a repeti¬ 
tion if one becomes winded 
or have a pain or whatever. 

There is also a bonding 
that takes place with the 
roup. Sort of like going thru 
asic training in the military 
or playing on an athletic 
team. We stick together and 
encourage each other; some¬ 
one who may be having dif¬ 
ficulty with a given exercise. 
Sometimes Jerry forgets how 
to count repetitions in an 
exercise and we forcefully call 


his attention to the next 
number. Sometimes we make 
faces at him when he is not 
looking, or stick out our 
tongues at him, but all in 
playful banter. 

Speaking of exercising 
the tongue, I relate the fol¬ 
lowing incident. A couple 
who regularly attend, on 
some occasions bring their 
four year-old grandson. He 
threads an exercise band thru 
the handles of his toy tote 
bag and drags it quietly 
around the gym while his 
grandparents are exercising. 
The first time we did the 
tongue exercise, he burst into 
quiet tears. He lamented to 
his Granny, “These people 
don’t like me because they 
are sticking out their tongues 
and that is not nice!”

Campaign signs to be 
removed from state highways 


Deer caught in headlights, 
now more often than usual 


Campaign and other 
temporary advertising sig¬ 
nage illegally placed on state 
highway rights of way will 
be removed to maintain 
safety. According to Ken¬ 
tucky Transportation Cabi¬ 
net (KYTC) officials, signs 
show up along state high¬ 
ways in greater numbers in 
the month prior to an elec¬ 
tion. 

“This time of year espe¬ 
cially, we see a lot of signs,” 
said Rob Hans, chief district 
engineer for KYTC District 
6. “Political signs and other 
advertising signs can block 
the view of drivers at inter¬ 
sections as they watch for 
oncoming traffic.” 

Kentucky law and Trans¬ 
portation Cabinet policy 
prohibit the placement of 
political or other advertising 
signs on state rights of way, 
including signs attached to 
utility poles or fences within 
the area. Homeowners who 
maintain their lawn to the 
pavement edge should also 
keep yard signs behind the 
right of way line. 

Enforcement of the sign 
prohibition can be difficult 
because right of way bound¬ 
aries vary by highway and 
location. All signage should 
be behind sidewalks. In areas 


without sidewalks, all signs 
should be behind the ditch 
line and outside areas com¬ 
monly mowed or main¬ 
tained by highway crews. 
Often, utility poles will 
mark the edge of highway 
rights of way. On four-lane 
highways with controlled 
access or limited access, no 
signs should be placed on 
the highway side of the fence 
line or the fence. 

Illegally placed signs 
picked up by highway crews 
will be moved to the state 
highway garage in each 
county and kept for five 
working days. Owners may 
claim them by showing 
identification and complet¬ 
ing a claim form. Unclaimed 
signs will be discarded. 

“Employees who are 
removing signs are acting in 
the best interest of all motor¬ 
ists and of maintenance 
crews,” State Highway Engi¬ 
neer Steve Waddle said. “We 
appreciate the publics coop¬ 
eration and understanding.” 

KYTC District 6 is 
responsible for more than 
4,657 miles of roadway in 
Boone, Bracken, Campbell, 
Carroll, Gallatin, Grant, 
Harrison, Kenton, Owen, 
Pendleton and Robertson 
counties. 


To everything there is a 
season, and Kentucky’s driv¬ 
ers must once again brace 
themselves for the annual 
three-month increase in 
roadway encounters, and 
collisions, with the most 
dangerous animal in the 
United States, the white¬ 
tailed deer. 

The Insurance Institute 
for Highway Safety (IIHS) 
estimates that each year 
white-tailed deer cause car 
accidents across the nation 
that are responsible for tens 
of thousands of injuries and 
the deaths of approximately 
200 Americans. Those colli¬ 
sions also carry the hefty 
price tag of 4.6 billion dol¬ 
lars in insurance claims 
annually. 

Vehicular collisions with 
deer increase during this 
time of year in conjunction 
with the annual peak season 
for deer migration and mat¬ 
ing. Kentucky’s exploding 
deer population has only 
expanded the opportunities 
for these accidents to occur. 
Deer are also naturally on 
the move during this season, 
and urban sprawl has intro¬ 
duced many new roads into 
the natural habitats of these 
animals. Consequently, deer 
are seen and struck on the 
roadways during the last 
three months of the year 
almost more often than all 
the other nine months com¬ 
bined. 

Kentucky State Police 
(KSP) data reports that 
Kentuckians were in a total 
of 2,766 automobile colli¬ 
sions with deer last year (32 
fewer than in 2012), result¬ 
ing in 132 injuries but no 
deaths. However, Kentucky 
Farm Bureau (KFB) Insur¬ 
ance claims data also shows 


that these collisions have 
clearly defined seasonal 
peaks. Approximately 21.2 
million dollars in deer colli¬ 
sion claims were filed with 
KFB in 2013, but nearly 46 
percent of those claims 
resulted from accidents 
occurring during October, 
November and December. 

Further analysis of KFB 
Insurance claims data from 
the past five years shows 
that automobiles collided 
with deer on Kentucky 
roadways at a clip of 28.51 
deer per one thousand driv¬ 
ers during the month of 
November, well outpacing 
the national average of 14.1. 
As a result of those colli¬ 
sions, KFB Insurance cus¬ 
tomers filed more than 4.7 
million dollars in claims just 
during November of 2013. 

“The numbers are cer¬ 
tainly telling of the frequen¬ 
cy of these accidents, but we 
have to keep in mind that 
behind those numbers are 
real people and real inju¬ 
ries,” said Greg Youngblood, 
KFB Insurance’s Vice Presi¬ 
dent of Claims. “Our hope 
is that calling attention to 
the seasonal increase in deer 
collisions will increase driver 
awareness and reduce the 
number of incidents on 
Kentucky’s roads this fall.” 

Now that the seasonal 
jump in deer activity is here, 
motorists should take the 
time to be aware of their 
surroundings even more 
than usual. KFB advises 
motorists to drive defensive¬ 
ly on the roadways this fall, 
especially when headed 
through wooded areas where 
deer are likely to be seen. 

Tips to help drivers 
avoid deer collisions: 

Watch for deer crossing 
signs. These signs are posted 
to alert drivers that certain 
stretches of the road are 
commonly populated with 
deer, do not ignore the 
warning. 

Be aware of the time. 
Deer are most commonly 
seen along roadways in the 
early morning and evening 
hours. Exercise additional 
caution if traveling during 
these times of day. 

When driving after dark, 
use high-beam headlights to 
increase the range of vision. 
If a deer is spotted on or 
near the road, slow down 
immediately. 

Don’t swerve if a deer is 
in the road. Brake firmly 
but keep the vehicle headed 
in a straight line. A swerving 
vehicle can confuse the ani¬ 
mal and prevent it from 
picking a direction to flee, 
and, worse yet, the driver 
could lose control and hit a 
tree or another car. 

Always wear a seat belt. 
The Kentucky State Police 
says that most people 
injured or killed in automo¬ 
bile collisions with deer are 
not wearing seat belts.

Kentucky receives federal 
grants in order to combat 
SNAP benefit trafficking 


Kentucky is one of seven 
states selected to share five 
million dollars in U.S. 
Department of Agriculture 
(US DA) grant funds to 
identify, track and prevent 
the misuse of Supplemental 
Nutrition Assistance Pro¬ 
gram (SNAP) benefits by 
program recipients. Ken¬ 
tucky will receive more than 
1.1 million dollars in federal 
grant dollars, which will be 
used to help combat SNAP 
trafficking, primarily the 
exchange of benefits for cash 
or other goods or services. 

In Kentucky, the grant 
will be administered by the 
Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services (CHFS) 
Department for Communi¬ 
ty Based Services and the 
Office of the Inspector Gen¬ 
eral. The cabinet will coor¬ 
dinate its fraud prevention 
and detection efforts with 
local, state and federal law 
enforcement partners, while 
also training retailers to bet¬ 
ter identify potential SNAP 
traffickers. 

“Many Kentucky fami¬ 
lies would go hungry with¬ 
out the aid of SNAP. It is a 
critical safety net that allows 
a family to eat when their 
income won’t cover the rent 
and groceries,” said CHFS 
Secretary Audrey Tayse 
Haynes. “Unfortunately, 
there is a small percentage 
who abuse SNAP benefits 
for financial gain, diverting 
benefits from those truly in 
need. This grant will help 
bolster our efforts to find 
those who exploit SNAP 
and hold them account¬ 
able.” 

The SNAP Recipient 
Trafficking Prevention 
Grant Program was designed 
to improve outcomes in the 
prevention, detection and 
prosecution of recipient 
trafficking. Recipients 
of trafficking 
severe penal¬ 
ties, including permanent 
disqualification from the 
program and criminal pros¬ 



ecution. USDA intends to 
review the results of these 
projects to determine the 
most effective strategies and 
then share those best prac¬ 
tices with state agencies, 
nationwide. 

SNAP helps feed mil¬ 
lions of American families 
experiencing hardship. 
Nearly half of SNAP par¬ 
ticipants are children, and 
42 percent of recipients live 
in households in which at 
least one adult is working 
but still cannot afford to put 
food on the table. For many, 
SNAP benefits provide tem¬ 
porary assistance, with the 
average new applicant 
remaining on the program 
10 months. In Kentucky, 
about 390 thousand house¬ 
holds receive SNAP benefits 
each month. 

The vast majority of 
SNAP recipients and retail¬ 
ers abide by the rules. Since 
the early 1990s, the USDA 
and its partners reduced 
trafficking from four per¬ 
cent to approximately 1.3 
percent. USDA investigates 
fraud among retailers, and 
works with states to pursue 
recipient fraud. In efforts to 
identify and reduce fraud 
among retailers who accept 
SNAP benefits, USDA took 
the following actions 
through the third quarter 
fiscal year 2014: 

Imposed sanctions, 
through fines or temporary 
disqualifications, on 518 
stores found violating pro¬ 
gram rules; and disqualified 
permanently 1,084 stores 
for trafficking SNAP bene¬ 
fits (i.e. illegally exchanging 
SNAP benefits for cash) or 
falsifying an application.

Fall fire hazard season begins 


The Kentucky Division 
of Forestry (KDF) is using 
noses and paws to catch 
arsonists as the fall wildfire 
season, which runs from 
October 1 through Decem¬ 
ber 15, gets underway. 

Bloodhounds trained to 
investigate arson cases will 
be available for forest fire 
cases for the first time. 
Through a partnership with 
the Bell County Forestry 
Camp, multiple blood¬ 
hounds and handlers are 
now available to assist KDF 
with arson investigation. 

The Division of Forestry 
will also partner with the 
Kentucky State Police 
(KSP) using KSP arson 
investigators to assist in 
investigation, interviewing 
and arrests of arsonists. 

Forestry officials agree 
that vigorous investigation 
is the key to catching arson¬ 
ists, but community effort 
is needed if arson is to be 


eliminated. “Everybody 
loses when wildland arson¬ 
ists strike: families can lose 
their homes, firefighters are 
put at unnecessary risk, tax¬ 
payers foot the bill for sup¬ 
pressing the fires and jobs 
are often eliminated when 
the forest resource is 
reduced,” said Leah W. 
MacSwords, director of the 
Division of Forestry. “To 
bring arson to an end, we 
need the entire community 
to get involved.” 

Kentucky has an arson 
hotline so citizens can call 
to report forest arson. Sus¬ 
pected arsonists should be 
reported by calling the Tar¬ 
get Arson Hotline at 1-800- 
27-ARSON. Notifiers may

7) Possession of the subject property shall be given to the purchaser upon confirmation of Commissioner’s sale, and the Defen¬ 
dants or any persons claiming through them shall have vacated the premises by that time;

b. Existing zoning ordinances, statutes, laws, or regulations; 

c. Any facts which an accurate survey or inspection of the property may disclose.

Local Cover Crop Seed Cost- 
Share Program ends Dec. 31 


The Pendleton County 
Conservation District is again 
this year sponsoring the local 
cost-share program for cover 
crop wheat/rye seed. This is for 
Pendleton County landowners 
only! 

Have you sown your cover 
crop yet? Cover crops should 
be in the ground by 
November 1. Without this 
cover the soil is left bare to the 
mercy of wind, snow, water 
and ice for the winter months. 
This is also a component of 
your BEL Conservation Plan, 
in order to stay in compliance 
you need to sow a cover crop 
after harvest. 

This is the eighth year for 
this program. After you have 
finished sowing your cover 
crop, bring your receipt (made 
out to you from your seed 
dealer), fill out a short applica¬ 
tion form. The Conservation 
District will pay 50 percent of 
the total cost of the cover crop 
(wheat/rye) seed that you pur¬ 
chased, up to a maximum of 
100 dollars per landowner. 

This program is now 
underway ana will end on 
December 31, 2014 or when 
the allotted funds have been 
depleted. The conservation 
board of supervisors meet on 
the third Tuesday evening 
monthly and will approve pay¬ 
ment of applications received. 

A check will be mailed to 


you after that approval. The 
office is located in the USDA 
Service Center, 814 U.S. 27 
South, Falmouth, and our tele¬ 
phone number is 859-654- 
3376, ext. 3. 

Another Reminder 

If you are Pendleton Coun¬ 
ty landowner and you have lost 
an animal (cow, horse, hog, 
sheep or goat), Harmon’s Dead 
Livestock Removal Service has 
been contracted with to pick 
up your dead animal (if you or 
a Pendleton County residence). 

Their telephone number is 
859-567-2111, give your 
name, good address and direc¬ 
tions and have animal on a 
solid pavement for easy load¬ 
ing. They will bill the Pendle¬ 
ton County Conservation Dis¬ 
trict for the service, no out of 
pocket costs to you. 

Helpful Hint 

It’s time of the year to think 
about next spring’s tree seed¬ 
lings for spring planting. The 
Conservation District has 
order form/price list of species 
that available thru the Ken¬ 
tucky Division of Forestry. 
Order directly from them and 
they will ship them directly to 
you!

Stop by our office and pick 
one up or call us and we will be 
glad to mail one to you.

Enjoy this cornbread salad recipe

Hello to all of you! 

What a perfect day we are 
having! The weather couldn’t 
be nicer, even if it would try to 
improve! I’m nestled in a chair 
on our new deck enjoying the 
birds songs and other sounds 
of nature. 

We’ve had another blessed 
week. On Saturday evening my 
husband Daniel and I hopped 
on our bicycles, placed Julia in 
her carrier, and headed for the 
Wengerds where we anticipat¬ 
ed a corn roast. A while ago we 
had purchased tickets for this 
supper. Perhaps I’ll give more 
details on that later in this let¬ 
ter. I had looked forward to an 
evening of fellowship and was 
curious to find out what the 
roasted corn would be like. It’s 
something I wasn’t very famil¬ 
iar with. Shortly after arriving 
at their house we headed back 
to the picnic spot where they 
had just completed their grill¬ 
ing. I glancecl around taking it 
all in. It was a beautiful fall 
evening, the setting was so per¬ 
fect, so peaceful. Off to the 
right was a little pond with 
trees surrounding it. A red 
checkered tablecloth covered 
the table laden with food that 
the Wengerds had prepared for 
us. 

Other friends who had also 
purchased tickets joined in. We 
formed a circle around the fire.

It’s made with cornbread 
and fresh veggies from the gar¬ 
den and topped with cheese, 
bacon, and a sauce to moisten 
everything. I’ll include my 
favorite recipe in case you are 
interested.

We spread cream cheese and 
pie filling on a slice of bread 


then topped it with another 
piece, sandwich style, and 
place it in a pie iron. The pie 
iron is then placed on hot 
embers until the bread is toast¬ 
ed to a golden brown. After 
removing the mountain pie 
from the iron we spread pow¬ 
dered sugar on each side. 
Mmm, that is always a deli¬ 
cious campfire treat! 

Back to what I mentioned 
concerning the tickets we pur¬ 
chased for the supper. We pur¬ 
chased them at our school auc¬ 
tion. Every other year we as a 
church get together for an auc¬ 
tion. All the proceeds go to 
our Amish school. Everyone is 
welcome to bring any items 
they wish to donate. Generally 
there’s a good variety of home¬ 
made items such as clothing, 
food, or bigger items like furni¬ 
ture, a sandbox or a green¬ 
house. It’s quite interesting to 
see what other people come up 
with to bring along. Several 
sets of certificates for meals or 
camp-outs were sold like the 
ones we bought to join the 
Wengerds for a corn roast. We 
paid 23 dollars per plate. 

While writing this I had a 
little visitor. A hummingbird 
flew within several feet from 
where I was sitting. Obviously 
it was curious what I was up to 
and came to investigate. I enjoy 
birds but am definitely partial 
to hummingbirds. I never cease 
to marvel over their ability to 
fly backwards, sideways or 
however they choose.

Here’s the cornbread salad 
recipe.

First, you 
make cornbread (if you don’t 
have a favorite recipe, I includ¬ 
ed one), then you prepare a 
dressing and then top with lay¬ 
ers. 



Cornbread Salad 


Cornbread 

Ingredients: 

• 1 cup milk 

• 1/2 cup shortening 

• 2 tablespoons brown sugar 

• 1 egg (beaten) 

• 1 cup flour 

• 1 cup cornmeal 

• 1 teaspoon baking soda 

• 1/2 teaspoon salt 
Directions: 

Bake at 350. Cool. Crum¬ 
ble and put half of it in a 9x13 
Tupperware. 

Dressing 

Ingredients: 

• 1 Vi cup salad dressing 

• 1 cup sour cream 

• 1/2 package Ranch dress¬ 

ing mix 

Mix and spread half of this 
dressing over the cornbread. 
Then in separate bowls have all 
of the following ingredients 
prepared: 

• 1/4 cup pinto beans 

• 1 Vi cup corn 

• 1 cup tomatoes, diced 

• 1/4 cup onion, chopped 

• 1/2 cup pepper, chopped 

• 1 cup bacon 

• 1 cup cheese 

Spread half of each ingredi¬ 
ent over dressing. Repeat lay¬ 
ers. Refrigerate. Delicious!
